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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority as a continuation of copending 
application No. 09/489,632, filed on January 24, 2000, now U.S. Patent No. 6,641,575, which 
claims benefit of provisional application No. 60/117,300, filed January 26, 1999. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 8, 2004 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the word "openning" 
contains a typographical error. Appropriate correction is required. 

C/a/7r? Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cooper 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,224,947). 
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With respect to claim 1 : Cooper teaches a method comprising positioning the opening of a 
vacuum cup 12 over an interference (in this case the vaginal opening), applying a vacuum to the 
interior cavity of said cup 12, and maintaining said vacuum until the child is extracted from the 
birth canal. (Col. 8, lines 28-37) Applicant does not define specifically what is meant by "other 
substance" in the disclosure. Further, applicant admits that obstetric devices may be used to 
practice the claimed method in Page 7, lines 19-26 of applicant's Specification. (Col. 8, lines 28- 
30) Thus, the method taught by Cooper anticipates the claimed method. 

With respect to claim 2: The method taught by Cooper further comprises releasing the vacuum 
once the baby is born, and removing the cup 12 from said interference. The limitation "flow has 
arrested or slowed" is directed to an intended use of the device disclosed by applicant and the 
device of Cooper and thus bears little patentable weight herein. Further, applicant admits that 
obstetric devices may be used to practice the claimed method in Page 7, lines 19-26 of 
applicant's Specification. (Col. 8, lines 28-30)
